With raving at two winter tracks and later in 
Xcw York. Maryland. Canada and Kentucky, there 
should he plenty of oeeupatiou for the liorses we 
new have to make it not only enloyable but also 
profitable for the owner. While on that subject, 
let me commend the recent action of the Kentucky 
St it * Having Commission i:t inaugurating a move- 
jn« nt fur minimum average purses and stakes based 
on previous earnings to be added h.v all associations 
racing under their jurisdiction. 

It is my opinion that large dividends to stock- 
holders by racing associations and purses and 
stakes so small to horsemen that they could not 
race honestly for them and survive has done morf 
l . put racing in disfavor than any other one thing. 

The plan now on foot in Kentucky to buy simif 

the racing plants, and after a reasonable divi- 
dend end depreciation allowance to put all earnings 
hack in stakes niul purses, seems to he the real and 
only way to preserve and periietiuite this the 
horsu of ail liorses. 

The guaranteed stake, which has since the rest< ra- 
tipa of racing around Xew York become so prevalent 
in the cast. I*. I think, a step backward, and 1 
hope will s«ain lie replaced by stakes with added 
money. Racing where the owner puts up all the 

• takes is on an unsound financial basis and const* - 

• i iifii t ly tines not stimulate dean racing. Some will 
say there are enough of those who race only for 
- riort and can afford to race for their own money. 
That, may lie; but all whom I have known on the 
race course like to make their racing stables at 
1 *ast not n losing venture financially. 

The turf in America lias undergone and is still 
undergoing many changes in the last decade. The 
old selling race with all the attendant odor and 
enmity is being replaced by the decidedly more 
satisfactory and more popular claiming race. 

Thanks to the liberality of the respective racing 
associations, valuable as well as historic races have 
been made of the Kentucky and Latonia Derbys. 

Tile Preakness Stakes and the rich I -a ton in 
Championship Stakes have been put on to test., not 
only the speed, but also the endurance and weight- 
currying ability of our future sires and brood 
mares. 

(Seldings have been barred from most of the im- 
portant events, so that our best horses will in the 
future be able to perpetuate themselves. 

Importations of the best blood in England, France 
and Ireland, made possible by the war, are sure to 
make their mark on our future turf stars, as have 
Glencoe, Iloimie Scotland, I .earning ton and many 
others in the past. 

IMPROVING THE BREEDING END. 

In the breeding end of the sport changes are 
also taking place. Now many of our breeding estab- 
li-hments arc sweetening and purifying the pastures 
by cultivation and tin* raising of cattle, which 
theoretically is essential for successful rearing of 
thoroughbreds. Stallions in service are being more 
regularly exercised and not kept so fat and soft. 
The mures and yearlings are being better fed and 
eared for and more attention paid to the cure of 
their leetli and feet. 

i noticed recently in an English turf journal a 
suggestion to change tin* age of llie thoroughbred. 

I think this is a subject we should thoroughly dis- 
cuss, and believe if changed from January 1 to 
March 1 it would work more satisfactorily in many 
ways. In the first place, climatic conditions over 
loo most of our country are unnatural for the 
ma ling of horses until April. Only about ten per 
cent of marcs bred prior to that time conceive, 
according to my records, ami the losses of foals in 
January and February are about one hundred per 
cent greater than the losses in March, April and 
May. I believe a stallion will get a larger per- 
centage of his mares in foal if not used until April, 
and will do so with twenty-five per cent less 
effort. It would also make all liorses nearer the 
same real age and consequently make fairer com- 
petition. 

The ivar has clearly demonstrated to the people 
the necessity of the horse and the government has 
learned of the necessity of thoroughbred blood in 
t lie army horse. This is shown by the large govern- 
ment reuionnt breeding plants recently established 
in 1 lie west. 

I believe if in the future the avaricious among 
race track owners can be eliminated and racing as- 
sociations declare only reasonable dividends that 
the horsemen can then thrive on the stakes and 
purses and consequently the racing will be clean 
and wholesome. This will also insure its stability 
and permanency and make the race course test as it 
should l*e throughout our country the most popular 
of all outdoor sports and place man's best friend,

On the morning of December 28 the grandstand at the Fair 
Grounds here burned to the ground. The winter race meeting was scheduled to open January 
1. When the news was flashed over the wire people in the north began canceling their reser- 
vations. The Business Men's Racing Association, however, is made of stern stuff. One of its 
directors is Louis N. Lange, who had built the Camp McClellan . cantonment at Anniston, 
Alabama, an entire city in three months. While the firemen were still working on the ruins 
the directors met. “If you will give me entire charge I will have a stand by Wednesday/’ 
said Mr. Lange. “Go to it,” was the answer. 

Northern horsemen smiled. Their eyes were soon opened, however. Trucks full of lum- 
ber began pouring into the grounds. Carpenters, roofers, labor of every description came on 
foot and with each car. Saturday morning the grandstand burned to the ground. Wednesday 
afternoon the races opened with a grandstand and a banner crowd. Those who think that 
the south is slow should put the above picture in their scrapbooks. Note that Old Glory 
floated proudly from the new structure.

NEW ORLEANS, Ln., January 11. — Tlie Fair 
Grounds race meeting has now settled into its stride, 
despite the handicaps caused by the destruction of 
the grandstand by fire, the adverse weather and 
track conditions, and every day sees an increase ill 
tlie attendance over the eorres|ioiidiiig day last year. 
Tlie temporary grandstand is serving its purpose 
well, and while it is filled to capacity as a rule, 
the racegoers find plenty of space along tlie lawns 
anil long walk lending to the paddock to view the 
races. 

It lias been a 'long time since New Orleans has 
iiad such a severe winter as tlie present on* lias 
been to date, but the turf fnns seemingly do not 
mind climatic conditions. and they turn out in large 
numbers daily. The bud track does not keep tin- 
better grade of liorses from starting either, anil 
eaeli day finds on- or more race's contested for by 
horses that were frequently seen in action in stakes 
on the eastern and Kentucky tracks during tin- 
spring. summer and fall seasons. 

In putting on one race daily of tlie vnltte of 
$1,000. tlie Business Men’s Racing Association struck 
a popular clirrd among the horsemen who have 
stake liorses here, and this is responsible for their 
frequent appearance under colors. Formerly they 
were seen in action only in stakes, hut now their 
owners have some Incentive to send them to the 
post oftener. 

Tlie two-year-olds have as yet not had time to 
get accustomed to running around tlie turns, and 
most of tin* juvenile races have not been truly run. 
Tlie muddy track previous to tlie opening of the 
Fair Grounds meeting prevented the trainers from 
giving tlie “babies” ail of the work they needed 
and getting them accustomed to running straight. 
They scatter like a flock of ducks when shot into 
when turning for home, and it is just a question 
of how lucky a two-year-old is in order to win. 

An attendance comiRtring favorably with the large 
crowd of New Year's day was present at the Fair 
Grounds this afternoon, attracted by tlie offering 
of the General Pershing Handicap anil the Johnny 
Powers Memorial Cup as features of a card of ex- 
ceptional promise. With sneli speedy performers as 
Slippery Elm. Franklin. Lucky B., Courtship, Hank 
O’Day and others scheduled to start, in tin* Pershing 
Handicap, which carried with it an added value of 
$1,500. a contest above the ordinary seemed in pros- 
pect. However, Courtship, which right now is at the 
top of his best form, changed tlie coniplextion of 
things when lie made a runaway victory of it. 
leading by a wide margin throughout anil at no 
time seriously menaced. Franklin was second and 
Waukeag got the simrt end of tlie money. 

The real racing feature came with tlie running 
of tlie Johnny Powers Memorial Cup. in which 
Pickwick scored a sensational victory in the last 
stride from Pepper, after tlie latter hail set a fast 
pace from the start. 

Tin* iqieuer fell to Ophelia W. after a well con- 
tested struggle with Ivingden, both of which were 
warmly supported. Billie B. surprised the knowing 
ones by landing a winner in tlie second, but his was 
a lucky victory, for in another stride Amelita passed 
him.

— President Wilson’s 
plans fer a league of nations is expected to be the 
first to he considered by the peace conference, 
although it was stated today that probably all of 
the allied nations represented would probably present 
different programs.
